ball have origineted, who shall enter the object- 
pe es lirse on their journal, and proceed to ron 
consider its..." 


Zhis hos been construod by the Suvreme Court to mean 
thet tho Covernor must approvs a bill or direspprove it as a whole, 
fis stated dn Opinion of the Justices, 76 I.H. 601, 606, the Governor 
“is commolled under the constitution to approve or disapprove the 
bill as 2 whole.® 


Thus, to chanse the Constitution to pormit an iton 
voto, a constitutional ane ia eer would be required, which would be 
amattcr for consideration by the Constitutional Convontion which 
I believe will be in session in 1955.
